When | picked up the Melbourne papers last Monday 
morning shortly before boarding the plane back to 
Canberra the headlines were of particular interest. 


The Age went with “Knights survive Cosmos biitz” while 
the Herald Sun preferred “Acevski rescues scrappy 
Knights”, and | think both provide a more accurate 
reflection of our match with Melbourne than the 2-0 
defeat. | thought we played really well during the game, 
but missed far too many scoring opportunities. 


With the scores at 0-0 Jon Angelucci missed a penaity 
chance, while Naoki Imaya, Shane Lyons and Toplica 
Popovich also missed realistic opportunities towards 
the end of the first half.

Question 1 

Ifan attacker attempts to score a goal by pretending 
to head the ball but actually deliberately uses his 
hand, what should the referee do? (This was like 
the infamous Maradona World Cup goal against 
England.) 


Question 2 

An attacker runs at the ball in the goal area. A centre 
comes across and the attacker dives at the ball, 
misses it with his head but the ball hits his hand 
and is deflected into the goal. The ball would not 
have gone into the goal If the attacker's hand had 
not deflected it. The referee judges that the attacker 
did not mean to handle the ball. What does the 
referee do? 


Question 3 

A player hits a free kick against a defensive wall 
lined up inside the penalty area. Two players are 
protecting ‘sensitive’ parts of their body with their 
hands. The ball hits a player’s hands and the 
attacking team call for a penalty kick for handball. 
What do you do as a referee? 


Law 12 states that a direct free kick is awarded to 
the opposing team if a player handles the ball 
deliberately (except for the goalkeeper within his 
own penalty area.) 


The crucial word here is of course deliberately. The 
referee has to judge whether the handling of the 
bali was a deliberate act by the player. The 
movement of the hand or arm towards the ball is 
usually a giveaway as to the deliberate nature of 
the act. Some referees consider whether ‘the ball 
hit the hand (accidental) or if the hand hit the ball 
(deliberate).’ 


Football Facts 


Answer 1 

Adirect free kick (for hand ball) should be awarded 
to the defending team and the attacker MUST be 
cautioned. (The offence is unsporting behaviour.) 


Answer 2 

Award the goal. Any accidental/not deliberate 
handbail must not be penalised, even if it means 
that the player accidentally handling the ball scores 
a goal. 

Answer 3 

Play on, the handling of the ball is not deliberate.
